These facts were discovered by Special] 
Policeman Arthur Rodgers and Police- 
man William Harrison, who were as- 
Signed by Excise Commissioner Cayl- 
field to make a tour of the city to as- 
certain whether any saloons were open. 


The two policemen found five saloons, 
open in the Twenty-second Ward, and] 


so reported to Mr. Caulfield. 

The .two. policemen testified Tuesday 
as to what they saw at O’Neill’s saloon, 
O’Neill admitted that he had the door 
open, but said it was for the purpose of 
getting o a tsock of groceries he had 
stored in the rear. 

The two negroes who were behind the 
counter of the saloon were at the Excise 
Commissoiner’s office, but not called as 
witnesses. 

After the trial of .O’Neill, Mr. Caul- 
field said that the other four saloon 


‘keepers whose dramshops were found 


open by the policeman may be sum- 
moned to his office for an explanation. 

There will be no citations issued, Mr. 
Caulfield said, against tre seven saloon 
keepers whose places wers reported open 
last Sunday by the police. 

Caulfield did not ask O’Neill why the 
two negroes were in the barroom.

“I am inclined to be more lenient,”’ 
he said.

ORVILLE WRIGHT MAKES TWO 
LONG FLIGHTS AT FT. MYER 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—Showing 
more confidence in himself than he has 
exhibited before this season Orville 
Wright made two successful flights in 
the Wright aeroplane at Fert Myer, 
Va., yesterday evening. The first flight 
began shortly after 6:30 p. m., and 
lasted 25 minutes and 18 seconds, during 
which time the aviator circled the pa- 
rade grounds 25% times. 

The second, which continued until 
darkness prevented Mr. Wright from 
remaining longer in the air, was for 
half an hour’s duration and 29% cir- 
cults were made. 

During both of the trials the machine 
behaved splendidly, and indications are 
that the Wrights soon will: have the 
aeroplane in condition for the official 
flights. 

During the 55 minutes the flyer was 
in the air last evening it covered ap- 
proximately 387 miles. 

Wilbur Wright declared afterward 
that it had attained a speed of about 
41 miles an hour. He said it had 
reached a height of 150 feet.

CHALONS SUR MARNE, France, 
July 2.—Henri Farman, in a flight here 
last night in his aeroplane, broke the 
French duration record by remaining in 
the air one hour and 23 minutes. 

M. Farman, the leading French rival 
of the Wright brothers, was the winner 
of the Archdeacon prize of ‘60,000 francs 
($10,000), awarded for his success, nearly 
a year ago in rounding the boundaries of 


a prescribed course and returning to the 
starting point. 

His achievement of last night has ad- 
ded to his prestige and has created al- 
most as much interest as Herbert La- 
tham’s flight half way across the En- 
giish Channel yesterday. 

M. Farman’s exhibition in New Yerk 
last fall was a failure, but the aero- 
naut and his friends have always main- 
tained that the American flasco was 
due to physical disadvantages of the 
spot selected fer the trials, and to the 
unsatisfactory attitude of the supposed 
financial backers of the exhibition. 

Farman’s machine is described as 
greatly resembling those of the Wright 
brothers. Its peculiarity is in the. sta- 
bility of the mechanism, the result of 
an impreved construction of the equl- 
librizer, or front horizental rudder. 

M. Farman claims the distinction of 
having been the first aviator to ac- 
complish a successful flight out of doors 
in a machine heavier than air. Hig re- 
cent experiments have been along the 
line of increasing the fuel and power ca- 
pacity of his machine in order to make

Archie McDonald of East St. Louis, 
who is 98 years old and expects to round 
out the century by drinking ais daiiy 
toddy and eating all he wants, took his 
first ride in an automobile Monday 
afternoon. Tuesday he still felt 
though he had passed through a grave 
danger safely, but, in spite of his fear 
of the “‘new-fangled thing,’’ he enjoyed 


the ride. 

The old man lives with a daughter, 
Mrs. Martha Hall, at 1215 Lincoln ave- 
nue. He has lived in East St. Louis for 
20 years, but he knew the site of the 
city before the city existea. He used 
to cut cordwood out of the woods there 
in 1840. 

“I'm a Democrat and I’ve always 
been one,’’ he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. ‘I started voting that ticket 
when .Andrew Jackson ran for Presi- 
dent and I’ve been voting that way ever 
since. Tom White, the ostmaster at 
the stockyards, is a Republican, but he’s 
a good friend of mine. 

‘He has an automobile and he wanted 
to take me to the polls last November 
to vote for Bryan, but I'd walked over 
and voted already. He said he would 
take me for a ride some day and I said 
_maybe i’a go. I was not sure I could 
bring myself to risk one of those auto- 
mobiles, though I’é seen several of them 
and the people in ‘em ‘aan't seem to 
mind.

Felt Like Flying. 

“When Mr. White rode up yesterday 
and asked me to go, I just concluded 
that I'd take him up and I went. I felt 
like I was riding on an airship or a 
bird. I know they have paved 
streets now that they didn’t use to 
have, but even that didn’t explain the 
smoothness with which we traveled. 

“I had to look over the side every 
once in a while to see if the wheels 
really were on the ground. 

“I saw the first steamboats and lo- 
comotives and they were wonderful. I 
didn’t mind them so much. Then I’ve 
ridden on trolley cars several times, 
but I don’t like them. They're noisy 
and kind ef scary and I don’t see how 
electricity can make ‘em go. 

“But the automobile is the most won- 
derful of all. If the things are safe— 
and people tell me they are, though I 
can’t see how they could be—I should 


loons er anything else they wanted to 
safe for traveling. 

‘We rede all over East St. Louis in 
an hour and a half. I could have rid- 
den over the town in half an hour when 
I came here. But if we had tried to 
cover the same territory over rough 
dirt streets in one of the old busses 
or buggies we used to have it would 
have taken about 14 hours.” 

Mr. McDonald’s sight and hearing 
have been somewhat weakened by his 
age, but otherwise he is sound and well. 

Fixpects to Reach 100. 

“I expect to live to be 100,"" he said, 
‘but I don’t think my time will be 
long after that. I have been able to 
get so old by simple living. I go to 
bed early and get up early. My bed- 
time is 7:30 p. m. and I get up at 4:30 
a.m. I have my meals regularly and 
eat whatever I want, but I don’t think 
anybody ought to eat fresh meat. Salt 
meat ia better, wih corn and beans and 
potatoes. 

“T used to smoke, but I haven’t for 3 

It was pretty hard to quit, but I 
aid it. I take a toddy every morning, 
and not a stingy one either. Sometimes 
when I’m not feeling well I have my 
daughter make me another, but I never 
take more than three a day, although 
sometimes (and his eyes twinkled) I 
kind of pretend to feel worse than I 
really do just to get another toddy.”

THE LAST OF THE PRETENDERS. 

Don Carlos, the Spanish Pretender to the Span- 
ish throne, who died Sunday, was the last of 
those royal personages who disturbed Europe 
throughout the nineteenth century on purely 
dynastic grounds. 

When the Bourbon family was established on 
the throne of Spain, after the war of the Spanish 
succession at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, Philip V, the first King of that line, in- 
troduced the Salic law, which excluded females 
from the succession...No occasion for trouble 
arose on dynastic considerations until in 1832 
Ferdinand VII, known as the worst modern King, 
set aside this law in favor of his daughter, Isa- 
‘bella. On his death, shortly after, his brother, 
Don Carlos, who was heir by the Salic rule, 
raised the standard of revolt and for nearly 10 
years the country was the scene of a bloody civil 
war. This was concluded by the defeat and flight 
of Don Carlos, and the young Queen’s title was 
thus vindicated. The pretender of this name who 
has just died was the representative of the Car- 
list line and rested his whole claim upon the old- 
fashioned rule, which ignored all considerations 
of the public interest, will or desire, a rule which 
regulated the succession to a kingdom on the 
principles which govern the inheritance of a farm 
or a homestead. In 1874 a war was begun in his 
interest; which lasted four years, resulting in 
his defeat. Since 1878 there have been Carlist 
insurrections in various provinces, and plotting 
has been going on continuously, but no formida- 
ble Carlist movement has arisen. 

Spain has been left in a condition of doubt and 
anxiety for 75 years by these wars, insurrections 
and conspiracies, but the cause of progress and 
constitutional liberty has probably gained rather 
than lost by them. All the reactionary interests 
have been committed to the Carlist cause, and 


' have indeed been the life of the Carlist hopes. 


But in spite of this. strong support Don Carlos 
has never made a serious impression upon the 
public mind. Spain has had many revolutions 
during the past half century. Isabella was de- 
throned after a long and profligate reign, the 
Italian King, Amadeus, abdicated in disgust after 
a reign of two years, the Republican attempts 


at government have all failed ingloriously, but, 


-enfeebled by discord as Spain has been, Don Car- 
los never came within sight of the great prize. 
The forces of progress and modern common sense 
have been too strong for him even in Spaiu, 
which is one of the most sluggish of nations. 

His son, Don Jaime, announces his purpose to 
. continue the struggle, employing modern up-to- 
date methods. It is doubtful if his pretensions 
will ever be serious enough to provoke a fear in 
the councils of King Alfonso. The dynastic prin- 
ciple is an anachronism in all countries in the 
f twentieth century, and Spain is no exception. 
* The solid work done by Queen Christina and her 
; councilors during the minority of her son, the 
present King, was too intelligently done to be 
upset by a medieval fancy. Spain is looking for- 
. ward, not backward, and Don Jaime cannot hope 


- to reverse the course of national development.

Protesting against the retention of the Dingley 
wool schedules, the National Association of Cloth- 
iers point out that under the proposcd new meth- 
od of valuation the tariff will be greatly increased 
and the price of worsteds advanced.

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SUNDAY ACCIDENTS. 

Excluding the strike riots near Pittsburg, a 
railroad accident in’ Missouri and a harmless 
earthquake in Illinois, the list of Sunday disas- 
ters worth chronicling as general news, included 
a capsized sloop and 18 drowned in New York 
Bay, a capsized launch and five dead at Cincin- 
nati, an exploded launch engine on Creve Coeur 
Lake, a somersaulting automobile in the Colorado 
mountains, a power boat burned in the ocean off 
the Massachusetts coast, an aeroplane’s fall on 
Long Island and enough other accidents to bring 
the list of Sunday’s dead to 25, the injured to 36 
and the:directly imperiled to 80. 

These were the accidents to those on pleasure 
bent and of sufficient moment to deserve treat- 
ment as general news. It was not an unusual 
Sunday in the quantity of accidents, but in the 
variety of death-dealing amusements it was 
unique. The sail boat, the launch, the automobile 
and the aeroplane were all represented. There 
was at least one escape from a balloon accident 
and if the canoe was not represented it was 
doubtless editorial indifference to the hackneyed. 

Sunday pleasure seeking is apparertly perilous. 
Crowds cause pressure on. professional conduc- 
tors of amusements and strains on mechanical 
devices. Amateurs try new ventures. Ignorance 
seizes the paddle and folly the tiller. Indifference 
manages the engine and carelessness takes a grip 
on the steering wheel. In nearly every case skill 
and coolness would have averted the accident. 
The simplest apparatus becomes dangerous when 
in charge of inexperience, and inexperience is 
always venturesome. 

The notable thing is that to the mediums of 
disaster we must now add balloons and aero- 
planes and to the water and earth as scenes of 
accident we must add the sky. 
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The President’s jaw is set, says a Washington 
dispatch, on the question of free iron ore, crude 
oil, hides and coal. Without wishing the Presi- 
dent any harm, we cannot refrain from reflect- 
ing on the blessing of a brief attack of lockjaw.

The Maternity Hospital now occupying quar- 


ters at 2621 Locust street requires larger quarters 
and greater resources to carry out the benevolent 
purposes of its managers. 

The need of the institution in the community 
has been demonstrated. It has accomplished 
much in the 16 months of its existence. But ex- 
perience proves that its capacity must be en- 
larged. 

In giving destitute and unfortunate women 
shelter at a time when they need it most the 
hospital is doing an excellent work. It cares for 
the mothers; cares for the children. It utilizes 
the best possible opportunity to save girls who 
would otherwise be lost. It works on the highest 
plane of philanthropic aid and effective rescue 
effort. 

The needs of such an institution should be met 
by the community for which it performs so valu- 
able a service. The well-to-do mothers of the 
city should see that there is no lack of funds to 
give the largest scope to the institution’s func- 
tion. Not only should there be large contribu- 
tions from the wealthy, but small contributions 
from all who can afford to give anything. The 
appeal for aid should be met promptly.

Good Words for the Police. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Against the recent fulmination of our most dis- 
tinguished criminal lawyer we must protest. Gov. 
Johnson has our respect and admiration, but we fear 
that 50 years on the firing line “for the defense’”’ 
has caused the idea, the “injustice of arrest’ to 
become an obsession with him. Certainly his brilliant 
record as a prosecutor strongly negatives his present 
position, for he convicted not only the Chief of 
Police but some of the Police Board when Circuit 
Attorney, for their leniency in not arresting cer- 
tain criminal elements. Six months, ago ~ the 
cry was, “the police are asleep.” Today the pendu- 
lum of public criticism has swung to the other ex- 
treme. They are too industrious, and along in the 
early part of next fall, when the tramps, burglars, 
hold-up men and others are migrating south and 
collecting souvenirs en route, the police will again 
be abused for their failure to arrest. These clamor 
Waves are as fixed as the star orbits and as cer- 
tain as the ocean tide. Today we demand “night 
courts’’ and pity the poor criminal; tomorrow let's 
hang him. | 

But in the last analysis, what are the facts? 
The police obey their superior officers, whe in 
turn are responsible to their chief; who in turn 
reflects, always, the policy of the Board, which is 
app¥inted by the Governor—the people’s choice. Why 
not lambast ourselves? I believe that the crime 
of murder would increase 100 per cent were it not 
for the timely arrests made by the police. The 
small quarrel develops into homicide with remark- 
able rapidity. Compel an, officer to go for a war- 
rant and the result would be deplorable. The cry that 
innocent people are held in crowded cells when a 
night court would be a relief is at least an exaggera- 
tion. Fully 80 per cent of the oases are continued at 
the request of the defendants who want time to get 
their witnesses and prepare a defense. Others call for 
juries and the law compels the court to grant their 
request, and those who are ready for trial at the 
time of their midnight brawl, if any there be, can 
be released on their own bond by the officer at the 
station whenever the justice of the occasion de- 
mands it. And they can stand trial the following 
morning or at any time they may desire. The present 
acting Justice of the First District Police Court said 
recently, ‘‘Until I sat on the bench in this court, I 
was much a believer in a night court. I see now 
that it would be absurd.’’ London, a city of 7,000,000, 
has none. Here is the most famous police court in 
the world—the Bow Street, presided over by Sir 
Alfred de Reetz. They have no prosecuting attorney 
—no pleadings of any kind, but protest has yet to 
be recorded against the justice meted out. We are 
at times a rather hysterical people. Lerd Barring- 


j ton was fined in the police court a few years ago 


and was serving his sentence, but twe months be- 
fore his time expired, an over-kind people had him 
peleased, and before the expiration of his sentence 
he murdered McCann, 

The police of St. Louis are brave to a fault, long 
suffering and patient. They bring in prisoners time 
and again after the most desperate battles, and 
when they are justified fully in shooting them, but 
instead use the greatest moderation. In seven years 
I have never known one to show the white feather, 
and they are commanded by as efficient an officer 
and as scholarly a gentleman as lives in the United 
States—Chief Creecy.

ST, LOUIS DISCOVERED.

ST. LOUIS, July 144.—To the Editor: I 


have discovered St. Louis. Not as the 
first discoverer, of course; wherever | 
you go there are always pop bottles and 
tins to testify to previous discoverers. 
No, I only discovered it for myself. My 
previous visits and observations were. 
always taken by the light of paragraphs 
in Northern and Eastern newspapers, 
and as there are many of them, the 
light was somewhat dazzling. 

My discovery was mad@by the light 
of previous experience in Chicago rail- 
way stations—and anyone can tell what 
that is. Did you ever go to the station 
to meet your wife’s sister from Osh- 
kosh? I came in on the Iilinois Central 
on track 36, and a bright high school 
boy pointed out the Cotton Belt track, 
No. 22, which I was to take the next 
morning. I put up at a comfortable ho- 
tel, devoid of much useless upholster- 
ing, in the station, and sent my clothes 
to the tailor, in the hotel. The dining- 
room service was good, and it was only 
a step from there to the bank, also in 
the station, where I had a check cashed. 
The bank is open evenings. 

The greatest convenience, however, to 
me, a Chicagoan, I found to be, not in 
the station, but at it, or by it. I wanted 
a car to go up on the hill. I did not 
have to walk two or three blocks 
through a jungle of saloons and low the- 
aters. I took my car at the front of 
the station, where I could have taken 
a car to any other part of the city. How 
much better, thought I, with Uncle 
Toby, they do these things in France 
than in some other places we wot of. 

Adjoining the great station on the 
north is the railway mail station, or 
branch postoffice. It is, of course, the 
transfer office’ or all the railway mail 
passing through the city on all the 200 
or ‘more trains entering the station 
daily, the greater part, if not all, of 
which are mail trains, as well as the 
mail of the packets which tie up to the 
levee just below. The geographical sit- 
vation of the Postoffice, for the pur- 
poses of handling mail, are therefore 
admirable. A new general Postoffice is 
to be erected just across the street, and 
connected by subways with the railway 
terminal. The handling of baggage at 
this station is reduced to a science. Be- 
neath the apparently solid track struc- 
ture are the baggage rooms, to which 
the thousands of trunks, bags and boxes 
are sent by chutes and lifts, and rapidly 
parceled out to the several roads and 
city delivery. A study of the St. Louis 
railway terminal is recommended as a 
profitable work for our Chicago Com- 
mercial Association. 

At Forest, Park Highlands I had an- 
other very pleasant surprise. Not a 
Forest Park or a Riverside, or a White 
City, with a crush of vulgar young 
people listening to the raucous barking 
of a lot of Costigans who should be in 
the bridewell. I questioned myself to 
know if I had not somehow assumed 
the point of view of the complaisant 
traveler, determined to be pleased with 
whatever was presented. I studied the 
people carefully, and I saw, almost un- 
believable as it was, only quite re- 
spectable people, men with their fam- 
ilies, well-behaved young men and la- 
dies, and positively no objectionable 
people or sights.

one of those comparatively cold days 
which are characteristics of our unset- 
tled climate; the rash manner in which 
so many of us leap from a tennis court 
or the golf links into an open trolley 
car or a speeding automobile—all of 
these things pay their respective tolls to 
death. 

Nevertheless, the evil of a hot weath- 
er cold is a minor one compared with its 
sister ills. The fact is—and it is a fact 
seldom realized—that almost. all the 
July and August diseases of the bowels 
are due to bacteria, and quite % per 
cent of the diseases which we are now 
considering have their origin in the 
eating of contaminated fruit. 

By this I do not necessarily mean fruit 
which is so far rotted that its decom- 
position is evident to the senses. It is 
true, I believe, that in many cheap eat- 
ing places, and in some that are not 
cheap, contaminated fruit is frequently 
served as fruit salad, or in some high- 
ly seasoned or skilfully prepared form. 
But the far more frequent source of dis- 
tress is in fruit which our senses could 
not at all detect as decayed, and which, 
if pointed out to us, we should describe 
as “just on the turn.”’ Such decay is due 
to the presence of bacteria, and its re- 
sult is most frequently plain, old-fash- 
foned cholera morbus, which may be 
avoided by avoiding contaminated food.

When schools teach mothers that giv- 
ing the baby a “pacifier’’ means giving 
adenoids, crooked teeth, misshapen face 
and chest, perhaps tuberculosis, to the 
school child; that giving the baby food 
which does not thoroughly nourish it 
means giving a poor physique, a weak 
stomach, anemia or rickets to the school 
child; that cleanliness spells health, that 
neglect of the baby means a backward 
school child and, later on, a young 
man or woman physically unable te cope 
with wage earning, then mothers will 
see the wisdom of learning how to take 
care of the baby, and will keep up the 
habits of health for the school child. 

To teach these things a doctor and a 
nurse who have had practical experience 
with children should hold regular 
mothers’ classes in the school buildings 
at least once a week. Every teacher 
should attend these classes. Since in- 
fant health has so much to do with the 
health of the child when it comes to 
school age, it is a matter of vital tm- 
portance that the school teacher should 
also understand the care of the child 
for whom she is later to become re- 
sponsible—The Delineator.

When the two policemen at the front 
entered,-Everson ran to a rear window 
and jumped, falling 18 feet and alight- 
ing on his knees unhurt.

Gerhard’s fate is 
not yet Known to his fellow officers. It 
is expected that an announcement will 
be made today. 

The food supply at the camp is now 
abundant, and the soldiers, their appe- 
tites roused by the outdoor life and 
plenty of exercise, are glad that they
